If it be true^ that home manjufoc- 
tories need protection« a protective 
tariff is necessary to support them. 
Your employment, and consequei^Iy 
the existence of your wages, depend 
upon the support of manufactories. 
Therefore, upon this supposition, you 
are indebted to a tariff high «nough to 
be protective for the /act of wages. 
But this is as far as the connection 
between tarifis and wages extends. 
Tariffs do not 
determine in the 
•mallest degree the amount of wages. 


The price of wages is determined by 
that comprehensive principle which 
regulates the price of other things, 
viz: the ratio of supply to demand. 
If laborers are abundant, but the de- 
mand for labor small, wages will be 
low, for the reason that all cannot 
find employment, and they will un- 
derbid each other in ordpr to be pre- 
ferred, or the more unfortunate will 
work for little more than starvation 
wages rather than starve in idleness. 
If, contrariwise, laborers be few, but 
the demand for labor great, wages 
will be high ; for the reason that there 
are not sufficient laborers to do the 
work required, some manufactories 
must be idle, and employe» vife with 
each other in offering extra iduce- 
ments to laborers. It needs no sya- 
tematic study of political economy to 
ctmvince any one^of the ^ruth of thia. 
liE the price of labor is determined by 
the rates of tariff, why ii it that dur- 
ing 
recent hard times tlM price of 
labor sunk so low? We had a tariff- 
then as high -as we have now? 
I 
answer 
this 
by 
saying, 
be- 
cause the supply of laborers was 
greatly in excess of the require 
ments for labor. There is nothing 
plainer than this. 
I tell you, shop- 
men^ that the rates of tariff have 
nothing to do with your price of 
labor farther than this: That where 
protection is needed they fiirnish the 
demand by supplying the necessary 
protection. All that is required is 
that the tariff be high enough to fur- 
nish the'nficmsary protection. A low 
protective tariff rail bring you wages 
as high as can ^ obtained under a 
high protective tariff. 
The extra 
profits occasioned by the high protec- 
tive tariff will go into the pockets of 
your employers and stay there. They 
are not as a class, £^ood Samaritans; 
their 
philanthropy is not so great 
that they will willingly divide the 
spoils with you. 
No, they will hire 
you for the cheapest wt^es they can 
luduce you to accppt, and call the 
transaction "business" as a gloss for 
any slight ethical deformity.

The other night a dsitudly outrage 
wag perpetrated in Ghambersburg, a 
sabnrb of Triton, N. J., i)y a mem- 
ber of an Independent Bepubâçan 
Ohib, who shot a boj named Alios 
Kleiber, aged 10 years. The only 
provocation was that the Tictim cried 
ont: "BTnrrMi for 9«ncoèk/' 
It 
seems that about thirty members of 
tiie club wére on their way to attend 
a Bepnblican meeting at GroTeville, 
a small yiUagefonr miles distant from 
, Hie scéne of the shooting, and as ^ey 
passed a group of boys playing on a 
sand bank' one of the boys threw 
some sand at the wagon, Routing at 
the same time, '^Hurrah for Han- 
cock!" Then the ihooting occurred, 
the perpetrator, accompanying it 
with the words, "Take that, you 


r-l" The drirer of the wagon 


then urged his steeds to a run, and 
when au attempt was made to stop 
them by a couple of policemen the 
latter came near being run over. 
Mayor McCk>y was informed, and he 
gave orders to have the whole party 
arrested. On their return, at about 
midnight, the arrest was made, and 
the prisoners were drawn up in line 
in the borough hall, but no action 
was taken. The mayor, on promise 
made by Captain Chambers, one of 
the party, that he would investigate 
the shooting,, released tbem from cus- 
tody. 
A preliminary investigation 
was made by Police Justice Hoody, 
and th'3 boys* depositions were taken, 
which went to show that the shot was 
^redfrom tbo wagon. The boy was 
6hot in the eye, the ball protruding 
from the back of his head.
